seconds, Fred Nelson and O. Adams, 
scratch men also, were respectively 
second nnd third time prize winners. 
James Levy, the winner of last 
yenr ',s time prixe in the Pullman 
r?ec, fell from his wheel on the last 
turn today, breaking his leg. 


The event, properly speaking, was 


the second annual road race of tho 
South Bide Cycling clubs. The race 
wns over the Pullman course, the 
start iKing made at the corner of 
Michigan 
avenue' and 
Jackson 


streets, out through Washington 
jrnrk, down the historic midway 
plaisance and through Jackson park, 
tlienco south to the village of Pull- 
man, a distance of about eighteen 
miles. 


The field was tlw largest that 
vor started in a western rond race, 
nearly all of the 517 entries rospond- 
ng to the call of the starter. The

great wage struggle of the coal 
minors wns inaugural throughout 
the Pittsburg district today, but. it 
will bo impossible to tell anything 
about tho true situation before to- 
morrow, ns this is a gennrnl holiday, 
nnd work is suspended in all the 
mines of tho district. This was a 
day of mnss meetings., 


By n preconcerted arrangement of 


tho district executive board of the 
United Mine Workers, 
meetings 


were held in nearly every mining 
settlement that was represented at 
Saturday's convention in this city 
and tho miners were implored not 
to falter in the great struggle that 
has begun. What, effect the meet- 
ings will have cannot bo determined 
until Tuesday morning. When it \< 
learned just how many mon refuse 
to go to work, then the magnitude 
of tho strike will manifest itself. 


Much donbt Is expressed ns to the 


action of the Pittsbnrg and Chicago 
minors on the Wheeling division of 
tho Baltimore nnd Ohio; tho M. A. 
Hanna * Go's, miners on the Pan- 
handle, whoare working at the sixty 
cnnt rato under an iron-clad con- 
tract, and the New York and (Move- 
land minors at Turtle Creek. Plum 
Creek nnd Knndy Creek. The miners' 
officials claim these men will strike, 
nnd others say they will not. 


In speaking of the strike, Presi- 


dent B. Dol»n said: 
"Tho coming 


week will be a busy one. I have 
every reason to bellere that, with 
the exception of a few mines, the 
suspension will be general. Our 
men reali/* that this is the light of 
their lives, and from theeipressions 
of determination that I hear on all

Combination and Individuality. 


This is an age of combination, of 


great organization. The individual cap- 
italist is disappearing in the corpora- 
tion. The individual laborer in disap- 
pearing in the trades union. The power 
of the machine in politics is recognized 
of nil men. 
Now, I do not call Attention 


to these tendencies to quarrel with 
them, but rather.to emphasize, the spir- 
it that is needful to make them whole- 
some. Tiro capacity to organize and to 
combine is itself indicative of a high 
grade of intelligence slid of power. We 
may reasonably expect from society tri 
umphs greater than the past has ever 
seen as a result of these tendencies, ii 
wo ran strip them of their dangcm and 
reap only their benefits. If these vari- 
ous combinations run be kept open chan- 
nels for the opportunity for character 
•nd for capacity, the triumphs of the 
part will sorely be repeated in the to 
tore, but if corporation and trades onion 
and political party, instead of being the 
schools of invidivtwlHy, become th« 
cause of its extinction, then indeed the 
danger is great and serious.—Hon. Beth 
Low.

It Flourished From the Ewll«t

"Belief iu witchcraft," Faid the 


lecturer, "WHS shared by tho whole 
human race from the earliest times 
down to tho seventeenth century. 
Tribes of people have been found 
living In u ^tatt' of extivmu barba- 
rism, and it is believid by travelers 
tlmt they were utterly without ideas 
of religion; still even iiinong these, 
there \\iis u strong belief in tb<i su- 
pcrniiiinul in huinlm form. Aci orrt- 
ing to the I'a^mi iiii a. the Ihst asso- 
ciation of death and all evil wfm 
with some similar u&cm y. They 
had 110 couwptioii of natural de- 
eeasu — all 
death 
was 
murder 


through home superhuman poww. 
This belief iu witchcraft w^s deep 
ly routed nnd uccx-pttd by all with- 
out question. 


''This belief now is entirely ex- 


tinct among educated people. What 
has, then, ctiut>cd this vhnugoi It is 
not argument. A poweil'al cau^e 
hns been nt work, and it is tho <tf- 
gantic development of physical cci- 
ence since the days of Newton and 
Descartes. This new force supplant- 
ed superstition in the minds of tho 
I»cople just as clover will choko out 
weedB." 


Relating to evidence, Mr. Fteke 


narrated several instances which 
showed tho power of tho belief In 
the old world long before the fa- 
mous Salem witchcraft in the new. 
One of the first recorded was the 
trial of two old women in England 
for bewitching six girls and an m- 
funt boy. Tho child being ill, the 
mother suspc-ited it to bo a victim 
of witchcraft, the most natural sup- 
position at that time. She consulted 
a country physic.inn, who advised 
her to hang the child's crib blanket 
up during the duy, and if she found 
anything strange about it to throw 
it in tho fire. She did so, and when 
she looked at the, blanket found a 
frog on it. When thrown in the fire, 
it blazc-il suddenly, then vanished 
with a queer noise. At the same 
hour one of the old wcmeu sitting 
before her firo had her face scorch- 
ed, which immediately aroused sus- 
picion against her. About the some 
time tho other children were seized 
with pains, causing convulsions and 
other such symptoms of evil ptac 
tice, upon which tho two old women 
suspected were tried, convicted and 
hanged. 


During the middle ages the ex- 


ecutions for witchcraft were numeV- 
ous. The last sentences of death for 
witchcraft occurred fa England in 
1713, in Scotland in 1722, in Ger- 
many in 1719 and in Spain in 1781. 


In this country the first accused 


of witchcraft was Margaret Jones 
at Churlestown, who aroused suspi- 
cion by her opposition to the usual 
forms of medicinal practice, Bucb HB 
bleeding and Iw-chos, and who .ef- 
fected remedies through the means 
of simple herbs. 


Professor Fiske concluded by sum- 


ming up tho probable reason rer the 
Salem horror, which he traced, not 
OB some historians do, to a deliber- 
ate plot, but rather to the influence 
of superstitious excitement on tho 
minds of children and hysterical 
women, causing a soft of morbid 
nervousness, which was in reality 
an abnormal mental state. 


"With this period the belief in 


witchcraft vanished. It marks the 
gulf which separates our time of 
civilization from the dark days of 
superstition. It glvett u^aome dim 
idea of what tho terrors must have 
been when this superstition was at 
its prime, whfin hundreds of victims 
were burned at the stake, and causes 
no to be thankful that the grim spec- 
ter has forever disappeared."—New 
York Tribune. 


Tit* Itnok of Hob». 


There are extant half a dozen or 


more "Books of the Hours," which 
have connected with them historic 
associations. The "Hook of Hours," 
in addition to tho usual prayers 
used nt public services, contains pe. 
titions for every hour of the day; 
whence its name, The most cele- 
brated copies are: One belonging to 
Louis of Aujou, king of Hirily, In 
the BiMiothoquo Richelieu; one be- 
longing to Catherine de' Medici, now 
in the Louvre; one decorated by 
Meniling that is in 'the library of 
the arsenal, and one which belong- 
ed to Anne of Brittany.
